THE PUBLISHERS’ PROBLEMS. 
Discussing the demise of The Brantford Courier, The Brockville 
: Recorder and Times has this to say, among other things, concerning the 
increasing difficulties of the publisher: 


“The cable tolls and high cost of press despatches during 
the war have tested the financial strngth of newspapers to x re- 
markable degree, and many have found themselves unable to 
stand the strain.- The newsprint cost has well-nigh doubled, 
and at times it has been almost impossible to secure the pub- 
lisher’s raw material at any cost. In every department of news- 
paper work grey matter, and heaps of it, ‘are necessary if the 
people dre to be served with reliable information as to the 
world’s happenings, ‘and these; brains must be adequately salar- 
ied: If the people tould get a peep at the weekly cost shects of 
a modern newspaper there would be widespread Wwonderment. 
Yet the price of this necessity to the consumer has not been in- 
creased at all proportionately. A pairs of boots that a few 
years ago cost-S3 to $7 now cost from S10 to S15. A suit of 
clothes that could be purchased for $18 now costs $30, and the 
former $30 suit now costs So. Every commodity of life has 
soared in price. Still the newspapers, with an increased cost 
of production greater than the majority of commodities, remains 
nearly at the old figure of cheaper days. The attempt to per- 
‘form the impossible of making a living where, to put it mildly, 
there was no profit, has caused the downfall of many a news- 
paper.”

» The Bay of Quinte district has distinguished sons who have made 
their mark in all parts of the world, and even sat in the Mother of Par- 
liaments, the British House of Commons, notably Sir Gilbert Parker, 
who still retains affectionate memories of his carly ‘associations by the 
waters of Quinte Bay.

One‘of Col. Morden’s most 
recent business operations of 2 large nature was the formation of The 
British Chemical and Cellulose Company, with very extensive plants at 
Derby, England. ‘This company manufactured a special war product and 
was the first of its kind in, England, 

Col. Borden has entered very fully not only into re business but 
also into the social life of England. He has a beautiful residence near 
London, known as Heatherdon Hall. On this estate Col.-Morden has 
gone extensively into the breeding of thoroughbred horses. He also has 
some fine herds of pure bred cattle and is quite a dog fancier, for some 
of the best specimens of deer hounds are found in his kennels, 

All through the war Col. Morden has been interested in many 
branches of war activities, ; Early in the war he was gazetted Hon. Lt.- 


“Col. of his old corps, the Sixth Duke of Connaught Royal Canadian 
" Hussars of Montreal. 


He. was also appointed to the Remount Commit- 
tee of the headquarters staff of the Canadian Militia.

At the Dispersal Station. 


The principal city in each area is the dispersal 
station. When the troop train pulls in, the ree’ 
latives and friends of the men have been notified 
and are on hand. Voluntary organizations’ have 
motor cars at the station. Municipal reception 
committees are also on hand. 

In each city the military have provided every 
accommodation for men staying overnight—bar- 
racks, rations. . Out-of-town men who are given 
overnight leave and do not wish to remain in 
barracks can find the best of accommodation at 
hostels provided by voluntary organizations. 


The Discharge. : capes 

Men taken sick en route are immediately re-- a 
ceived by the District Depot for medical treatment 
and receive pay as part of that unit. 

All other men are paraded at the dispersal 
station. ‘The offices here are so arranged that 
each man can pass quickly from one to the other 
and get away in the shortest time. 

First comes the ordnance office. Here the men 
turn in their equipment, except steel helmets and 
clothing, which they are allowed to keep. : 

Next is the office of the Department:of Soldiers’ 
Civil Re-establishment. Here each man is given 
advice and information on the many questions 
relating to his return to civil life—employment, 
housing, vocational training, medical treatment. 

Men who are unfit for their former employment 
are taken on the strength of the Soldiers’ Civil 
Re-establishment for vocatioial training. They 
are paid during this period and their dependents 
reccive separation allowance. 

Third is the paymaster's office. Here the men 
receive their back pay, clothing allowance of $35.00 
and first month’s War Service Gratuity. 

Finally the officer commanding issues each man 
his discharge certificate, and in the same office is a 
railway ticket agent who gives each man a ticket 
The man is now a civilian. 

Here alsois an information and complaint office. 
All complaints are dealt with and information given 
by an officer specially chosen for that purpose. 

The dispersal station will supply quarters and 
meals for men until train time.

Unjust to Soldiers 


BRANTFORD, 
letter addressed to Sir Thomas White,

Workmen Striking 
In British Isles 


LONDON, Jan. 23—Many ship 
yards in England, Scotland and Ire- 
tand were idle yesterday owing to 
the strikes by tho workingmen for 
shorter Shoars and other improve- 
ments in working’ conditions, A 
large number of workers on the Clyde 
are striking for a forty-bour week, 
while the shipyard workers at 
fast -quit because tho’ employers 
would. not grant them a forty-four- 
hour week. The shipworkers on tho 
Thames, on the other band, went out 
to-day for a general increase of 15- 
shillings a week. The workers at 
Jeith, Scotland, like those on the 
Clyde are striking for s forty-hour 
week. 

Belfast also is faced with a strike 
of munition workers which would re 
sult in’ the closing of gas and elec- 
tric plants. Glasgow is throatencd

CIVIC FUEL: DEPARTMENT. 

The report of the operations of the civic fuct department as present- 
ed at last night's Council meeting is anything but satisfactory. Only an 
abstract of receipts and expenditures is given, showing a Joss of Syot.48, 
with the additional sum-of $2,003.00 outstanding, which is described 2s 
4 remittance to Canada Coal. Supply on account. Just. the bare figures 
are published without any explanation which might enlighten ratepayers 
not familiar with the-fuel business. 

In justice to all concerned a complete report should be prepared and 
published clearing up particularly the question of cash advances, show- 
ing to whom made, upon what sccurity and rate of interest allowed the 
city on these advances pending receipt of coal; also the record of fuel sold 
by the city, purchasers and price paid. 

The civic fuel committee of Inst year are entitled to full éredjt for 
their efforts to keep the price of fuel within reasonadic limits, but in just 
ice to themselves should be the first to insist upon the ratepayers being 
furn'shed with a report of their dealings so complete that there will be 
no further occasion for criticism, 

The report, meagre as it is, shows at Jeast that the civic fuel depart- 

_ ment has been run ata financial loss and this fact merits the close con- 
sideration of the present Council, which although not responsible for acts 
of last year’s Council, will be held responsible for 1” businesslike admin- 
istration of all cvic departments this year,

COMPULSORY EDUCATION FOR QUEBEC, 

A milestone in the history ofthe Province of Quebec has been set by 

the presentation of a petition from Roman Catholic citizens, practically 
all French-Canadians, asking Archbishop Bruchesi to use his influence 
to get.the Legislature to pass a law for’compulsory education. The sig- 
natures to this petition comprise perhaps the most imposing list of 
French-Canadian citizens ever attached to any petition, and Mr. L. BE. 
»Geoffrion, who obtained many of the signatures, said the only trouble 
was to limit them. It is to be noted that the petitioners asked not only 


> 


+ those who are sent to the primary classes be continued at schdol until 
they are 14 years of age. Gne of the strong points in the petition was 
“that at present about 50 per cent. of the children cease to attend school 
after the fourth year» and many even before. The result is that large 
numbers either fall back into the category of the illiterate, or are not 
fitted to be received into the technical schools. The fact that the citizens 
themselves are complaining.about this, because they see how the sons of 
the province are handicapped in comparison with those of provinces and 
countries where educatiun is compulsory, is significant of the Progress 
which is being made. Senator Beique, in answering an allusion to the 
fact that the Legislature voted down compulsory education some years 
ago, reinarked that: the world has not remained stationary since that 
period, and it is quite evident that, the French-Canadians have not re- 
mained stationary either. Archbishop Bruchesi has promised to use his 
influence in the matter. It has long been recognized as inevitable that 
this Province must have compulsory education, and the events of the 
present week have brought the adoption of that wise law immeasurab'y 
nearer. We congratulate the promoters of this movement, and especially 
‘Senator Dandurand, who’ has been one of <its guiding lights, on their 
public spirit.—Meotreal Herald.

PLANS FOR FUTUR

bart {on the matter of the 
British and allled countries 
now than ever before. It Is scarcely 
known on either side of the Atlantic 
that much of the foodstuffs of the 
Greek, Italian and Portuguese peo- 
ple is obtained from Newfoundland, 
that the French who had their own 
Gsheries in American waters until the 
beginning of hostilities, but who 
then withdrew ihelr men to crew 
thelr Oehting ects, are now obtain- 
ing stocks of sea-food from New- 
foundland, and that great’ quantities 
of edible fishes are being shipped 
srom Newfoundland every month to 


some of it fs Gnding its way into the 
kitchens of the allied armies on the 
European continent. ~ 

t. At the present time much of this 
} Ssh is “cured” by being salted and 
then dried in the san. The famous 
bacalao, which is a staple dish in 
the Iberian Peninsula, and which 
formed in a large measure the food 
of Wellington's armics in the Penin- 
sular War more than 100 years ago, 
is made with Newfoundiand salt- 
cured, sun-dried codfish. The same 
edible forms one of the largest items 
in the foodstuffs’ of the Itallan sol- 
' dicry, more especially since the meat 
: in that country has been re 











daced so considerably, and the allied 
blockade’against Greece was imposed 
in the autumn of 1916, one of the 
leading foodstuffs of which the 
Greeks were deprived was New- 
foundiand codfish, some fifteen ves- 
sels being held up at one time at 
Gibraltar by the British fleet and not 
Permitted to continue on thelr des- 
tinations in the Hellenic kingdom. 
Similarly, the fish obtained by the 
French in Newfoundland waters was 
cured in the samé fashion, and to-day 
French agents are operating actively 
all round the Newfoundland seaboard 
buying fish for shipment to” France 
to replace that which the French 
: themselves contributed from 















year to year to the dietary of the 
French people before the war. The 
British Isles are also receiving a 
goodly supply of fish cured in this 
fashion, and it is believed there will 
be a virtually unlimited market for 
it because it will be years before the 
French can resume fishing [tn the 
North Sea on the former basis, before 
the Scandinavians and others who 
fish there also can reconstruct the 
economic and industrial machinery 
then ip use, and which assisted them 
in the marketing of the sea harvest, 
and there is also this factor seriously 












disturbing the minds of everybody 
connected with the fishing industry 
in what was formerly known, but 
wilt never again be known, as the 





German Ocean, namely, whether it 
will ever be possible to traw! by old- 
time methods in that area again In 
view of the manner in which the 
seafloor has been littered with the 
hulls of ships sunk by submarines’ 
and mines, as weil ax naval actions 
in that theatre of the war, 
Newfoundland, however, has dur- 
ing the past few months made an 
Important new development in fish- 
ery matters, namely by establishing 
2 cold-storage enterprise on an un- 
usually large scale. This has been 
undertaken by the Reid Newfound- 
land Co. of St. John’s, a corporation 
which gqperates the railways, the 
coastal steamers, and other services, 
and which has gone into this enter- 
prise with the object of making it an 
auxillary to its existing agencies. 
This company has built a huge cold- 
storage warehouse in St. John’s with 


a Capacity of 12,000,000 pounds of | 


Gsh, and is engaged at present in 
procuring the material with which 
to Gil it. Not alone are all the fish- 
ing Gotillas in the vicinity of St. 
John’s being tappeu in order to get 
their available supplies, but stations 
bave been established at other points 
on the coast “ibhin direct touch of 
the railway line and trains of retrig- 
erator cars are used from time to 
time to bring on to St. John's stocks 
of fish obtained in the different lo- 
calities, and which are in a condition 
to be properly frozen in the central 
plant. It is understood that In the 
not distant future a Jarge shipment 
of frozen fish will be made to the 
British Isles, and will be followed 
from time to time by other ship- 
ments as fast as the warchouse can 
receive and treat«the material offer- 
ed i The company is now contem- 
plating the erecting of smaller plants 
at other suitable points on different 
parts of the seaboard where fishing 
operations on a large scale are prose- 


, | cuted, and where a large and continu- 


ous supply of what may be called 
the “raw material" can be obtained. 
Not alone will it be pessible to 
Preserve by this means enormous 
quantities of codfish, which is the 
staple fish secured by the Newfound- 
Jandera in their operations on their 
own coasts, the Grand Danks and 
along the Labrador, but also an 
opening will be afforded through 
this means for the utilization of 
lesser fishes, some of them now 
Virtually useless to the fishermen 
through the fact that they cannot be 
marketed in the countries where the 
Gshery products of the island and 
their chief outlet. The salmon fish- 
ery of Newfoundland is to-day neces- 
sarily limited In extent because on 
the one hand the salmon are ‘not 
found in anything Hke the abund- 
ance ‘of their Pacific congeners.
